Ambassador Koo

Says Nationalists 
Will Keep Hopes 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
13.—VP>— 
China's 
Ambassador 
Wellington 
Koo said today the Nationalist 
government will keep on trying 
for peace with the Chinese Com- 
munist as long as there appears 
a chance of getting It. 


He made the statement to re- 
porters after a 30-mtnute confer- 
ence with Undersecretary of State 
Lovett at the state department 


Koo noted that his government 
had made 
"peace 
overtures" 
irough statements of Generalis- 
ing Chiang Kai-Shek and other 
overnment leaders. 
Asked whether he discussed with 
Lovett a reported request by Chl- 
a for "mediation" by the United 
itates and other big powers, Koo 
e piled: 
"It la not in the nature of me- 
llatton • that we have asked." 
He declined to amplify but gov- 
jrnment officials have indicated 
China has asked advice as a pos- 
ible step toward mediation. Tha 
U. S. Is reported to be consulting 
with Britain and France on tho 
matter. 
Lovett said yesterday a com-

rom Chiang's government but de- 
llned to say what it was about. 


However, press dispatches from 


Nanking have reported that Chi- 
na was raising the question of 
possible action by one or more of 
the Big Four Nations—Britain, 
France, America and Russia—to 
try to end the long conflict be- 
tween Chinese government and 
Communist forces. 
Some answer may be sent to 
Nanking by the State Department 
n a few days, but Indications are 
.hat no step will be taken, by Wash- 
ngton without careful 'checking 
with London and Paris'. 
Diplomats consider it a specula- 
tive possibility that Moscow's opln- 
on is also being sought by the 
United States and possibly by the 
other Western Powers. 
It seems likely that none of 
the Western Nations would want

PEIPING, Jan. 13.—W—Chinese 
Communists have laid down spe- 
cific conditions for the beginning 
of national peace talks, a source 
here said today.

2. Scrapping of the Chinese con- 
stitution.

6. Establishment of a coalition 
government with a five, three, 
four ratio—five Communist mem-

Crime Staggers On— 
Navarro County Is Cracking Down On 
Illicit Liquor And Drunken Driving 


51st Legislature Big Cash-Grab-Bag

down on Its Illicit liquor traffic. 
And that goes for drunk drivers, 
too. 


These two 
offenses 
accounted 


for 148 cases In County Court dur- 
ing 1947 and 1948—the postwar 
boom years In crime. 
1 An extensive survey of county 
court records over the ten-year 
period ending in 1948, disclosed 
that the most severe penalties- 
one an all-time high—were hand- 
ed out In the last two year*. And 
442 cases were prosecuted in 1946- 
47-48 compared to only 308 In the 
preceding seven years. 
Those facts were disclosed Thurs- 
day by County Attorney Charles 
T. Banister, 
who complied the 
ten-year records from Judgments 
In the county clerk's office. 
Clint Moye, negro bellhop, drew 
the highest penalty In the coun- 
ty's history on conviction of boot- 
ejfKlng—$1,000 fine and a year In 
lail—on Sept. 22, 1948. His case Is 
on appeal.

AUSTIN, Jan. 13—(/P>—The big- 
gest cash-grabbing contest In more 
than 100 years of Texas legislatures 
was off to a furious start today. 
The 51st general session was 
just two days old and bills call- 
ing for appropriation of $111,- 
266,075 had been Introduced. 
This was 11 million more than 
the rosiest estimates of the gen- 
eral fund's surplus. It was nearly 
a third of the total amount the 
comptroller estimated 
would 
be 
available for spending from the 
general fund. 
Only a relatively small amount 


of the funds called for Injie flood 
of 60 senate bills introduced yes- 
terday would normally be appro- 
priated In the so-called "big mo- 
ney" bills of a session. These are 
the bills for state departments, 
colleges, Instituions, the judiciary, 
and rural aid for schools—all de- 
pendent on the general revenue 
fund.These were senate hills only— 
the house is yet to ,be heard 
from.

In his fourth Inaugural ad- 
dress FDR used only 600 words. 


William Henry Harrison drew a

No guidebook can toll a traveler 
what will be his most memorable 
experiences.'I have forgotten near- 
ly all of the starred "sights" of 
Nazareth; but my two most vivid 
experiences In the town of Jesus' 
boyhood were prescribe! In no vol- 
umes; probably no other traveler 
ever duplicated them. Even 
my 


unique privilege of addressing a 
hundred eager-eyed boys In 
old 


Nazareth, takes rank below these 
ether two memories. 


First of these was a midday so- 
journ In one of the large limestone 
caves, which abound In the steep 
hills that fence In Nazareth. I had 
been clambering about the country 
side, when I came upon this cav- 
ern, which opened out like an eye 
upon the little town. From within 
the cave I photographed Nazare'.n 
In Its entirety. It was a rare place 
to sit In the shade and brood over 
the scene below; and beyond ques- 
tlon the cave was as well known 
to the boy Jesus as to the olive- 
skinned, black-oyed Nazarene lads 
of today whose appearance stirs 
thoughts of that other Boy, in 
memory of whom Nazareth has be- 
come a holy place. 
Just like other boys, the Son of 
Mary used to roam these hills, ad- 
venturing, exploring, and dreaming 
the "long, long thoughts" of youth. 
Here he learned to love the flow- 
ers and the birds that later enrich- 
ed His discourses. For man's tools 
are of boyhood's forging; nobody 
ever escapes the shaping hand of 
his youth. 
Our Duy'i Boy Froblem 


No young godllng, with the su- 


perman sticking out all over Him, 
was Jesus. The apocryphal stories 
of His childhood miracles 
cause 
normal minds to turn away lr re- 
volt from these legends. Jesus was 
a real boy, and He lived a real life 
In a real home In a real town. He 
entered upon His mission through 
the natural preparation of the or- 
dinary experiences of life. To that 
end He had come Into the world 
in order that He might crowd close 
to every phase and feeling of hu- 
man life. Boys understand Jesua, 
because Jesus understands boys. I 
seemed to see Him In the happy, 
handsome youngsters swimming In 
the Lake of Galilee; and In the boys 
playing in Nazareth's streets. He 
no more wore a halo than do they 
By way of the Nazareth 
Boy 


we are brought face to face w' h 
our own boy problem. For 
of 


course the case of the boys is fun- 
damental to all manhood Issues. 
Tha Rotary Clubs sense 
this In 
their program of boy service. So 
do the leaders of the quickened 
Boy Scout movement.

School workers. The wisest know 
that If the average boy's inclina- 
tion toward heroism and Idealism

In a Nazareth Carpenter Shop 


Next to the hillside cave, with 
its happy musings, I remember best 
about Nazareth the old-fashioned 
carpenter shop I once found—not 
the ecclesiastically overlaid "Jos- 
eph's shop" of tradition; but a real 
work-shop of the ancient Syrian 
village type, whore the carpenter 
sat on the floor and using both 
hands and feet, made yokes and 
plows with the same sort of tools 
that Joseph knew. It was a crude 
room, lighted only by the door, and 
fragrant with fresh shavings and 
chips. 


I sat on the floor beside the 
workman, while his 
boy helper 


wont in and out about his tasks; 
and through my Interpreter I tried 
to talk with him about the life of 
a carpenter in Nazareth; but I had 
poor success, since he wanted to 
talk with me about the prospects 
of a Nazareth carpenter in Amer- 
ica. 


Nevertheless, it was In such 
a 


lowly workshop as this that Jesus 
learned to fashion easy yokes, af- 
t°r,1,th« pattern that has perslstd 
until this day; and to make 
the 


crooked-stick plow from which the 
farmer should not look back. Work

the world, were the boyhood prepa- 
ration of our Lord for his ministry 
as the sympathetic. friend of all 
who labor and are heavy laden.

Save Money - 


Two Of Atomic Bomb's Seven Ways 
To Kill Take Effect Long Later 


(Editor's note: 
This Is 
the 
first of * series of three articles 
rounding up In detail what has 
been found about the conamln- 
atlng effects of atomic bombing).

NEW YORK, Jan. 11—</P>—At- 


omic bombs carry seven kinds of 
death and Injury. Three-and-one- 
half years after the first bomb It 
Is safe to say there are no more 
kinds. 


Five of the death-dealers are in 
the flash and the first few seconds 
afterward. The others come later 
and may hang around for years. 


The first is concussion. This at- 


omic blast knocks down nearly all 
kinds of present-day structures for 
a mile on all sides. It wrecks them 
for two miles, and sometimes far- 
ther. There Is an "If," however. 
The blast does this If the bomb 
Is exploded well above the tops of 
the tallest buildings. If it hits on 
the ground, the concussion won't 
travel no far. 


The second Is heat, millions of 
degrees In the Interior of the burst- 
Ing bomb. This heat spreads at 
the speed of light, but thins rapid- 
ly. There Is still enough to set fire 
to anything Inflammable within a 
mile. Some things blaze at 
two 


miles. 
Third Is the radioactive rays. 


These are instantaneous and come 
from the flash, 
There are two 


kinds, both equally deadly. One is 
gnmma rays, which are the same 
as X-rays. The other Is" neutrons. 
The gamma rays are likely to be 
fatal at a mile. They cause hair 
to fall out at more than a mile. The 
neutrons travel not much more 
than a half mile. 


Fourth is ultra-violet light, In 
the form of a flash of powerful 
sun-tan rays. These make bad burns 
at more than two miles on exposed 
human flesh. They do not kill, but 
a person sunbathing could get a 
fatal flash burn. 


Fifth Is the fireball. This Is a 


ball of white-hot air and other at- 
oms, that forms at the spot where 
the bomb exploded. It Is a minia- 
ture sun several hundred yards 
In diameter and It can burn you 
badly at a mile away. It also emits 
tremendous doses of gamma rays. 
This ball rises rapidly and cools 
quickly, changing from white hot 
to red. and then stretching out In- 
to the lone stem and multi-color- 
ed mushroom. The fireball Is dan- 
gerous for probably not more than 
ter. seconds. By that time It has 
risen out of harm's way. 
The long reach of these perils 


has been measured In the world's 
first five atomic bomb explosions. 


How much longer will death's 
arms be In bigger bombs? The an- 
swer Is, not nearly as much as the 
Increase In power or energy. If 
the area of complete destruction 
Is one mile wide, 
for instance, 


doubling the power of the bomb 
would Increase the range about a 
fifth of a mile. 


After the explosion, you face the 
sixth peril. This Is from transmu- 
tion, 1. e., the change from one el- 
ement to another. The neutrons 


in the original flash hit billions 
of atoms on and near the earth's 
surface. These hits change 
the 
atoms into new chemical elements, 
all of them radioactive. 
The neutrons can change some 


of the gold in your teeth, or the 
watch or cigarette lighter in your 
pocket. They can transmute some 
of the carbon In your body and 
the phosphorous in your bones and 
brain. Thft gold teeth, watch, ci- 
garette case or internal changes 
are not likely to kill you. But the 
teeth, watch and case will cause 
radioactive burns if you carry them 
for a few days. 


All this Is something new. So 


llttln Is known about the longtime 
effects that you cannot afford to 
take a chance. Doctors will gelger 
count you to see If you are wear- 
Ing anything that is temporarily 
a miniature atomic bomb. 
The seventh death is spectacula- 


tlve. Some authorities declare num- 
ber seven is really the greatest 
risk of all. They say that maybe 
It can hurt more people than at- 
omic explosions. 


This risk Is the radioactive at- 
oms that rise into 
the 
strato- 
sphere, and spread ultimately all 
over the world. Finally they fall 
to the earth and into the oceans. 
What a heavy fall can do was 
shown by Bikini's underwater • ex- 
plosion, where they fell in the rain. 


After theV come down, these at- 
oms In many cases will be just as 
dangerous a hundred years from 
now as at the instant they were 
born in the atom-splitting explo- 
sion. ThB bomb's plutonlum, most 
of which does not split, but vapor- 
izes, Is equally dangerous and will 
remain so for thousands of years. 


There is no doubt about 
the 
spread. A few weeks after the Bi- 
kini air bomb, some of the new 
atoms were picked up In the air 
by detectors at Tulsa, Okla., about 
5,000 miles away. 


The atoms that settle to earth 


will be too thinly spread to harm 
those upon whom they fall. The 
speculation is about plants and 
minute animals and fish that use 
these atoms as food. Will the plants 
pick up and concentrate the at- 
oms. It Is known that the algae 
In the sea do just this. 


If food plants do the same as 
afeae, man and animals will eat 
them and also the accumulated 
radioactive atoms. The eating will 
not shorten the lives of the atoms 
by a single second. The unknown 
question is how much of this atom- 
ic stuff man can take. 


A build up of those radioactive 


atoms that are known already to 
stay when they get Inside the hu- 
man body, theoretically can cause 
Illness and death. 


This sickness will not strike for 
many years. It will take that long, 
both to eat enough atoms and to 
wait for their effects, for they do 
no immediate harm. They are de- 
layed-action atomic pills. 


The speculations on this linger- 
ing atomic risk split three ways. 
One school of thought says it Is 
thp worst danger of all, threaten- 
ing the entire world. Another says, 
we certainly will find protection. 


Leather-Bound Gem— 
Patrolman Blakney Collects Only 
Fines Bui Owns Rare Song Book 


Kelscy A. Blakney, 319 West Col- 
lln street, is a paliceman. 


He doesn't sing songs, and he 
doesn't hum hymns. 


But he has himself a song book, 


and H probably is one that a great 
many hook lovers would like to 
barter about. 


Patrolman Blakney dug a hand 


Into his jacket and produced the 
little leather-bound gem. 
"I read In the paper," he said, 
"that you had an old book.1 


"I thought," he added, "I would 
bring you a 
He had. 
really old book." 


The patrolman really had more 
than a book. He had a collector's 
piece, although, about the only 
things that Patrolman Blakney 
collects are $10 fines and such 
from unhappy prisoners who want 
to get out In the dawn's early light. 


The little book is only 2.75x4.25 
Inches in dimension, but Inside Is 
one of the finest of etchings, and 
on the frontsplece, another small- 
er one. 


The etching, bv one J. B. Smith, 


Ic captloned "Camp Meeting." 
Even the skirts of the women 


have a touch of green to blend 
with a bigger spread of green in 
one tree. The rest is In the fine 
point; conventional etching of the 
days long ago. 


The book bears the simple title, 
'Zion Songster." 
It was printed 


In 1834 by McElwrath, Bangs and 
Co., of New York. The collector. 
Peter D. Mvers, pointed out that 
It is "A callectlon of hymns and 
spiritual songs generally sung at 
camp and prayer meetings and In 
revivals of religion." 


The book required five years to 


assemble by hand, linotype opera- 
tors being unborn at that mo- 
ment. 
This is evidenced bv the 


fact it was put on the market in 
1834, but the copyright was Issued 
In 1829. It, apparently, was My- 
ers' third edition of such songs, 
as In the foreword he refers to 
previous ones. He noted that he 
had added some new ones, but 
had tossed out some old ones 
"which have fallen into general 
disuse." 


"As singing is one of the em- 


ployments of saints In this, as 
well as the next world, we should 
be spiritual in our devotions; and 
endeavor to retain a grateful sense

Soil Is Urged By 
Civilan Speaker 


E. R. Alexander, head of the 


agricultural education department 
at Texas A. and M. College, told 
Corslcana Clvltans Thursday that 
the "hour li growing late" In Tex- 
as for soil Preservation and con- 
(ervation. 
"Regardlesi of the 
Immcdltao 


need for water, the most Import- 
ant Issue the people of Texas face 
today Is the asset we speak of as 
land," Alexander asserted. 


The veteran agriculturalist and 


educator told the Ctvltans that all 
Texans, not just the farmers, have 
a vested Interest In the condition 
of the land. "It Is not onl'' econo- 
mically unsound," he stated, 
'to 


let the land go as It Is going, but 
It ts a moral crime against us and 
the unborn generations to come," 


The speaker said that one of the 
most depressing sights he has seen 
Is the land along the highway from 
Dallas to College Station, seeing 
the condition that It Is now In, and 
'knowing that It Isn't as It was 
•when God put It there." 
"When we let uncontrolled sur- 


face water take the Hfe-glvlng min- 
erals off the land and waste them 
in the creeks, rivers and the Gulf, 
we take away from our Und that 
which it takes to give life to man, 
•nlmal and ilant," he pointed out. 
The Initial job of gettlnir those 


who work the land to have their 
soil tested, which Is the first step 
toward preservation and conserva- 
tion on the part of the Individual, 
has not been done, Alexander said. 
He pointed out that Texas A. and 
M. has had an expensive soil test- 
ing laboratory for several years, 
and osly 400 tests were run last 
year. On the other hand, the state 
of Illinois has run over 40,000 tests 
in on* year. 
"We must have our soils tested," 
ho declared, 'and then take steps 
to put the needed elements in the 
•oil." 
'I think we are beginning 
to 
wake up, but the hour is growing 
late, considering the time it took 
to put the land there." 
The speaker was Introduced by 
Ralph Evans, who, with Tern Eady, 
comprised the program committee 
for the session.

NEW YORK, Jan. 12—W>—You 


can't live there if an atomic rain 
falls on your town. 
That Is the situation now. No 


way to clean a town or city Is 
known, and none is In sight. 


The emptying of a ralned-out 


area may last from a few weeks 
to several centuries. The one cer- 
tainty Is that it won't last forever. 


There are two kinds of atomic 


rain. One Is from an underwater 
bomb that Bikini blueprinted. Tho 
other Is from . clouds, that zero, 
the first atomic bomb, gathered. 


When atomic rain falls on you, 


you can live without harm, If you 
know what to do. If you don't you 
may perish. Lets' take a ca.se of 
what would happen if an under- 
water 
bomb

First, there 


surprises. Ther will be no flash of 
soaring heat. There will be no kill- 
Ing X-ray flash. There will be no 
tidal wave. 


Tho top of the water spout may 


explode, as at Bikini. This con- 
cussion will damage 
the 
water 


front. Storm waves will roll high 
enough at the Battery and up both 
livers to damage shipping at the 
docks. 


The spout will form a cloud, ex- 


plosively expanding, several miles 
wide, two or three miles high. Its 
bottom will be about a half mile 
up. It soon will look like any oth- 
er cloud, and rain 
exactly 
the 


same. If he wind Is right, it will 
move up Manhattan and expand 
as It ROCS. 


This atomic storm will blanket 


thi> financial district with a heavy 
deluge. 
Rain still will be fairly 


heavy in mldtown. Northward over 
Westchestcr's suburgs, the cloud 
will spread to embrace everything 
between the Hudson river and Con- 
necticut line. 
The rain will be 


litrhtcr and the showers spotty. 


Every drop will carry danger- 


ous radioactive atoms, of many 
kinds. 


In the financial district there 


will be an added hazard. A white 
radioactive fog will spread at high 
speed In all directions for about 
a mile around the base of the 
waterspout. 
It is known as the 


base surge. 


The rain and moisture will 'emit 


gamma, or X-rays, that travel far 
in air and pierce thin walls. The 
drops also will carry atoms emit- 
ting other rays, that travel only 
short distances. 


You will not be able to see, 


smell, hear or feel these rays. 


But nowhere in rain or fog will 
the rays be so strong that you 
drop dead. Nowhere will they be 
su strong that an Instant's expos- 
ure seals you death. 


They will he 
so 
strong 
that 


you cannot face them long. The 
safety time will be least where the 
rain is heaviest.

You can't stay long In 
New 


York, because food and water will 


o contaminated. 
Mldtown and Westchester

be abandoned the same as down- 
town, but with less risk. 


The rivers will be hot with X- 


L'ays for one to several days. Any 
boat that escapes rain contamin- 
ation, will pick up radioactive stuff 
on its bottom after a tew hours 
cruising about the city waterways. 


At Bikini it was found possi- 


ble to decontaminate warships by 
sandblasting 
off 
their 
paint. 


Wooden parts were cleansed by 
planing off the top eighth of an 
Inch, or more. Nothing else work- 
ed. Brick, mortar and pavements 
cannot be sandblasted free. If all 
New York's exteriors were covered 
with a thin layer of plastic, this 
could be stripped off, and people 
could return. 


But they wouldn't, unless some 


way could be found to purify their 
water supply. That Is more dif- 
ficult than cleaning a city. 


Nobody would eat fish from any- 


where around Now York waters, 


after their 
radioactive 


atoms to glow and take their own 
photos. A fish will not transmit 
this 
radioactivity 
to 
offspring. 


But other fish eating him get It. 
After a radioactive fish dies, his 
hot atoms continue to live. Ulti- 
mately they spread In decay, rea- 
dy to be eaten again.
